said wireless receiver and wirbless transmitter have a communication range of approximately 200 
to 500 feet, wherein said hand-n^d controller comprises at least three twe assigned buttons for 
actuating said signal, and wherein one of said assigned buttons initiates the power o)^ sequence 
and the launching of a first user-definbd application program^ a^d wherein another one of said 
assigned buttons initiates the power on sequence and the launching of a second user-defined 
appl i cation , and wherein another one of saiH assigned buttons initiates the power on sequence 
without launching of an application program .
